By the Executive Committee for 
Saturday, August 25. 


A Spicy Meeting Yesterday-—Z. A. Rice’s Set 
Speech Reviewed by Brandt and 
Brown—Albert’s Typewriter. 


The primary election will take place on Sat- 
arday, the 25th of August. 

The Fulton county democratic execu tive 
committee decided yesterday wo call it for that 
time. 

The committee met in the basement of the 
courthouse at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. ~. 

When Chairman Culberson, who still looks 
a little pale and feeble, called the.committee 
to order there were a number of interested 
epectators. 

Tlie call of the roll showed that a quorum 
Was present. 

The proxies were as follows: Jack J. 
Spalding for Martin Amorous, Eugene M. 
Mitchell for J. E. McGuirk, Adolph Brandt 


represented J. H. Ellsworth, W. J. Albert ap-— 


peared in place of J. 8. MeLendon, William 
H. Brotherton instead of J. M. Moore, James 
A. Gray for H. E. Jordan, Walter R. Brown 
for E. T. Allen, and Judge James Anderson 
for William Lowe. 

Captain W. H. Brotherton firod the first 


gun. 
He said, ‘‘I move to reconsider the Smith 
resolutions.” | 
The motion was seconded by Judge Howard 


Paimer. 

At this juncture Mr. Brown made a motion 
to adjourn until next Monday, on the ground 
that the county members ought to have a 
chance to attend. 

On a call of the roll of the county members 
it was ascertained that only three were absent. 

Mr. Brown’s motion was lost. 

Aud then Captain Brotherton’s motion was 
unanimously adopted. 

This settled the fate of the Smith resolu- 
tions. 

Because & little later in the session on mo- 
tion of Mr, Jack Spalding they were laid on 
the table. 

Mr. Z. A. Rice afose and drew a written 
speech on the committee, 

He tired itoff. Here are the contents: 

* Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Executéve 
Committee: Having seen more winters than any 
other of the committee, I claim the right first to be 
beard. I will be brief, as I am nospeaker. I will 
will ive youa few words of admonition. Noman 
can tell me anyth ng about the corruption and 
frauds that have been practiced heretofore in pri- 
marics in Atlanta. Ibad the honor of voting for 
the first mayor of Atlanta. My partner, H. C, Hol- 
comb, was elected a mémber of the first council. I 
have had more or less to do with elections in A‘lan- 
ta from that- day to the resent and [ 
know that money. and whisky have been ; 
two of the great kvers in her primaries. It is 
high time for a reformation; let us today inaugurate 
a plan for primaries in which money and whisky 
will be discarded, and the man who attempts to use 
either for tbe purpose of carrying his election 
should have the seal of condemnation. Iam not 
for Hammond; I am not for Rice; I am for right and 
for justice avd an honest Jeilot; one that has not 
been purchased by mone Thisis a day of com- 
binations, pools, r.ngs anu trusts, 

If elections are to be controled by*® money, who 
knows but what some time inthe future a combina- 
tion may be formed by which a Murat or Robespiere 
may get in power, and take your liberties from you? 
The only safety you haye for your liberties in the 
future is to guard well the bailot box. Sce that 
mothing unclean goes in it, 

As Mr. Rice uttered the last sentence, Mr. 
Brandt got up. *‘Hold on until I get through,”’ 
continued Mr. Rice. 

“Oh, excuse me,” said Mr. Brandt, ‘I 
thought you had finished.” 

Mr. Drown arose to a point of order. 

And then Mr. Rice took his seat, flatly re- 
fusing to complete his oration. | 

Mr. Brandt didn’t like the statement in Mr. 
Rice’s speech about every clection being con- 
trolled by money and whisky. It was a most 
unjust reflection on the democratic party, and 
he didn’t propose to remain silent on the 
subject. 

Mr. Brown expressed sorrow that Mr. Rice 
had allowed his excitement to run off with his 
calm judgment. 

Mr. Albert tried to get in a word right here, 
but the chairman spiked his gun bya call to 
order. 

Mr. Brown said: “Let him speak.” 

And Mr. Albert spoke. 

He remarked that there was corruption. The 
gentlemen, he said, knew it, and there was no 
use denying it. Mr. Albert said he stood on 
what the committee knew. He hadstated last 
Saturday that there should be restrictions— 
had said that men had been knownto vyotea 
couple of times in primary elections. Mr. 
Brown had not denied it. “Men do vote ille- 
gally. This committee know it, and Mr. Brown 
and Colonel Brandt know it.” 

Judge Anderson hoped that Messrs. Brown 
and Brandt didn’t wish to be reported in cold 
type as denouncing an old citizen whose hair 
is whitening for the grave. He hoped that 
they would withdraw their remarks. 

Mr. Brandt made alittle speech: “I appre- 
ciate what Judge Anderson has said. Noman 
respects old age more than I do—but Judge 
Anderson will remember that while Mr. Rice 
is old, the integrity of the democratic party is 
far older. If he will withdraw his remarks 
hurled against the purity of the party, I will 
cheerfully withdraw my remarks.’’ 

‘‘I profess, sir, fo belong to the democratic 
party,’ said Mr. Rice. ‘‘I made no charge 
against Colonel Brandt nor his party, but my 
remarks were directed against the democratic 
party.” 

“The point made on Mr. Rice,’’ observed 
Mr. Brown, ‘‘was that if there was one thief 
in the party that did not warrant the whole 
party’s being denounced as a party of fraud 
and corruption.’’ 

Mr. W. K. Pooth—‘I move that three 
friends of Mr. Hammond and three friends of 
Mr. Kice be appointed to suggest some line of 
action,’’ 

Judge Paimer attacked the motion. He 
didn’t like the idea of a two-sided party. For 
one he would not serve on such a committee. 

Captain Brotherton—"I move that we take 
@ recess until next Monday at 3 o’clock.”’ 

Mr. Albert thought. a sufficiency of. gentle- 
men were in the room to fix up a lot of resolu- 
tions, and sincerely trusted that the wrangling 
in the city would be stopped. 

“I would like to ask, Mr. Albert,’’ queried 
Mr. Brown, “if he hasn’t got a typewriter in 
his oflice?”’

nancethe same, either by themselves or others, 
either directiy or indirectly. : 

Judge Anderson was about to make a mi- 
nority report in relation to the registration 
when he was stopped by several of the come 
mittee, who insisted that the agreement had 
been for a unanimous report. 

This resulted in the committee getting ten 
minutes more to agree on the point. 

They reached an agreement in a few min- 
utes and made the report unanimous. 

Mr. Brandt wanted the report taken up by 
sections, and made a motion to that effect. 

It was carried. 

Mr. Brandt then moved to nominate three 
members for the house at the same time as a 
candidate for the senate. 

This motion was voted down by 14 to8, 

There was some discussion of the section 
concerning the use of money. 

Mr. Brandt stated that the candidates for 
the senate had pledged themselves not to use 
money and he thought it would be a retiection 
upon the candidates and the people for tho 
committee to act upon it. 

Mr. Spalding—'‘Tle section does not charge 
that money has been used in the past, but it 
simply seeks to prevent it in the future.”’ 

Mr. Brown said he was opposed to going on 
record as against the use of carriages. He 
thought candidates had a perfect right to hire 
carriages. 

The section was adopted as it stands. 

When the section concerning white demo- 
crats was reached Mr. Brandt moved to strike 
out the word ‘‘white.”’ 

‘Colored men who claim to be democrats 
should be allowed to vote. All democrats, white 
or black, should be allowed to vote. There is a 
democratic club of one hundred colored men in 
Richmond county,and they will go to the polls 
and vote when many white democrats are 
afraid to go.”’ 

Mr. Jack Spalding said: ‘‘My conviction is 
I agree to the report as itis in the committee, 
because of the other concessions which were 
made vn other points. I therefore cannot 
vote against the adoption of the report as it 
comes from the committee.’’ 

Judge Palmer—Mr. Spalding has made my 
speech forme. We agree perfectly.” 

Judge Anderson did not think it was yet 
time to allow colored men to vote in primaries. 
There are none knocking at the democratic 
door. It would be time enough to let the 
colored men vote when a considerable number 
of them requested to be allowed to join the 
democratic party of Fulton. 

Mr. Brandt’s motion was voted down by 17 
to 4. 

Messrs. Spalding and Palmer declined to 
yote. 

Judge Anderson said, ‘‘I vote ‘‘No.”’ I will 
not dodge like Messrs. Palmer and Spalding.’”’ 

The report of the committee was then adopt- 
ed as a whole. 

But it was not unanimously adopted. 

Messrs. Brandt and Brown voted against it. 

All the others voted for it, 

The committee adjourned to meet on Mon- 
day, the 27th of August, to consolidate the re- 
turns from the senatorial primary, 


UNSCRATCHED STAMPS 


On Four Barrels of Whisky Get Mr. R. 
Franklin Into Trouble. 

A four-cent barroom. ; 

There is one right here in Atlanta. 

And thereby hangs a tale. 

This four-cent saloon is located at 136 Deca 
tur street, and is run by Mr. R. Franklin. A 
man goes into the bar, tosses a nickel upon the 
counter, receives a copper cent in change and 
has a small glass placed before him loaded 
with about two thimblesful of liquor. 

That part of the story is all right. Mr. 
Franklin has a perfect right to retail liquor at 
that price,and men have a perfect right to 
drink it at that price. 

But the revenue laws require that whena 
barrel of whisky has been emptied, even at 
four cents adrink, the revenue stamp upon 
said barrel must be scratched. The object of 
the law is to remove from men engaged in the 
business the strong temptation to refill the 
barrel without having it restamped. 

Deputy Marshai Johnson, in his rounds, dis- 
covered four empty whisky barrels in Mr 
Franklin’s saloon with uuscratched stamps 
upon them. 

Mr. Franklin was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing and arraigned before Commissioner Will 
a onacharge of breaking the revenue 

uws. 

Mr. Franklin stated that he furnished the 
money to run the saloon, but insisted 
that the unscratched condition of the stamped 
barrels was due to the negligence of his bar- 
keeper. 

This explanation did not prove satisfactory, 
and Mr. Franklin was bound over to the 
United States court in the sum of 8300,

The Directors of the Atlanta and 
Florida Meet Today.

Mr. Aaron Hansand the Presidency of At- 
lanta’s Premising Halilroad—The 
Atianta and Florida. 


The directors of the Atlanta and Florida 
road will meet at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
election of a president to succeed the late 
Colonel John N. Dunn will be an important 
feature of the mecting, The sélection of a 
route for the extension of the road’ southward 
will come up for discussion, and an order for 
the surveys will probably be made. 

The presidency of the road will undoubtedly 
be tendered Mr. Aaron Haas, vice-presitient, 
who has since the death of Colcnel Duun 


acted as president. 

That Mr, Haas will give the Atlanta and 
Florida careful and valuable service if he is 
elected president, goes without saying with 
those who ate aequainted with Mr. Haas and 
his business ability. He has, from the incep- 
tion of the road, been prominent in all its 
affairs, and has thoronghily acquainted him- 
self with its needs and prospects. Mr. Haas 
has many strong friends among the stockhold- 
ers of the Atlanta and Florida and they appre- 
ciate his efforts in behalf of the read and the 
success he has met with in secusing increased 
equipments. 

Mr. Hauasis also in a position to give the 
road the attention and management it sould 
receive to properly develop it, and his letter, 
which was read at the steckholders’ meeting 
in this city on Wednesday last, shows clearly 
luis policy and his appreciation of what is nec- 
essary to inake the line a paying one. 

If Mr. Haas sheuld be selected to fill this 
important position he will probably have the 
assistance of a first-class railroad man, though 
this has not been definitely decided upon.
